A Demonstation in the Value of Club Work 


Editor’s Note: The story of Myrtle Himrum affords a strik- 
ing demonstration of the practical value of Calf Club work, 
which has been for years a major project of our Extension 
Service. We will let Miss Himrum tell this story in her own 
words. 


WISH to report that my show cow, Woodville Bess was 

again grand champion at the Crookston Winter Show, 

Feb. 7-11, in competition with such well known breed- 
ers as C. L. Spaulding, F. E. Murphy, M. L. Enright, M. C. 
Kronneman, Larry O’Conner and some others, this is the 
fourth year she has won the purpie at this show, and her 
third time in the open class, this is the second largest live- 
stock show in Minnesota being surpassed only by the 
State Fair. I also won 1st on senior yearling heifer, 4th 
on junior yearling heifer and 3rd on produce of cow (4th 
prize heifer and a junior bull calf). 

At the 1926 Crookston Winter Show I exhibited Bess,

King Piebe is the 
only son of Rose De 
Kol Wayne’ Butter 
Boy, who is_ con- 
sidered by Hargrove 
& Arnold as the greatest producer and breeding cow they 
ever developed. She holds the world’s record for the 
breed first five lactations, her five records including two 
in the 305-day division. At her first freshening she be- 
came the second junior two-year-old of any breed to make 
an 1,100-lb. record. At her next two freshenings she broke 
the world’s record in the 305-day division, first as a senior 
three-year-old and again as a senior four-year-old, both 
times producing over 980 lbs. butter. This was followed 
by another 1,100-lb. record and finally at her fifth fresh- 
ening by a record of 1,213.81 lbs. butter. Her five records 
were made with an average test of just over 4%, being we 
believe the only cow of the breed to make five semi-official 
records with an average test above this figure. 


As a dam, Rose De Kol Wayne Butter Boy is equally 


remarkable. Her first daughter has 1,223.7 lbs. as a senior

This sire now has 
nine 1,000-lb. daugh- 
ters, four of which 
made from 1,100 to 
over 1,200 Ibs., and 
he is one of the 
breed’s greatest sires 
of prize winners. In 
the past eight sea- 
sons his descendants 
have been exhibited at 151 major shows, winning 570 firsts 
and 210 championships, besides a great number of seconds 
and lesser prizes. He has at least fourten different sons 
that have offspring or other descendants that have won 
first prizes at shows of State Fair importance or better. 
For the past three years, get of sire groups by K P O P 
have been designated as All-American Get of Sire. 

So much for the inheritance of King Piebe, son of an 
outstanding sire from one of the breed’s greatest cows. 
Now let us see how the promises of his breeding are being 
fulfilled. He has not been himself exhibited very often, 
but as a calf we won second prize at Waterloo, being 
beaten only by the calf that was later made junior cham- 
pion at the National. He was exhibited again at lowa 
State Fair the following year, where he stood third

OLSTEIN breeders who are planning to attend the 

National Dairy Exposition at Memphis, Tennessee, 

October 15 to 22, are advised to make hotel reserva- 
tions at once. Holstein headquarters will be announced 
later and the date of Holstein judging has been set for 
October 21. 

It is a little unfortunate that the Holstein judging 
comes so near the close of the show, as it will doubtless 
not be finished until Saturday, the final day of the Exposi- 
tion. We cannot complain perhaps because the positions 
rotate from year to year.and we have not held last place 
on the judging schedule since 1922. One of the serious 
features of the late judging comes in the matter of getting 
pictures of the winners, because breeders are always 
anxious to ship out as soon as possible after the show is 
over and in the hurry to get away, it is often impossible 
to get an adequate photographic record. This was true at 
St. Paul in 1922. The photographic archives of the breed 
are the poorer from that occasion, when the late com- 
pletion of the judging made it impossible to get a picture 
of the winning get of sire by Piebe Laura Ollie Homestead 
King. Personally, we believe the Dairy Show manage- 
ment would do well to consider a schedule that would 
complete the judging earlier in the week, even though it 
were necessary to provide some other ring attraction dur- 
ing the concluding days. 


Good Will 


STATE HOLSTEIN-FRIESIAN ASSOCIATION is es- 
A entiaity a good will organization. Without the good 

will .of a large proportion of the territory served, such 
an association accomplishes less than nothing. The New 
York ‘Holstein-Friesian Association is a case in point. 
There was a lack of harmony in the organization itself 
that had. resulted in alienating support of a large propor- 
tion of the breeders of this state. 

At a special meeting of this association, reported else- 
where in this issue, steps were taken to eliminate some of 
these causes of discord. Under the reorganization it is 
hoped that not only will the legal tangle involved be 
unraveled, but that the association may now go forward 
to more efficient service to the breeders of the state with 
the support and good will of all. 

A great opportunity is facing the Holstein breeders of 
New York State at this time. The prospects are for the 
best milk market in New York that dairymen of this 
section have ever had, and this cannot fail to have its 
effect upon the price of dairy cows. Further as the tuber- 
culosis eradication campaign progresses, and the state 
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has shown its determination to go forward to complete 
the clean-up campaign so well begun, great numbers of 
cows will be required for replacements in dairy herds. 
During the past year New York State has changed over 
from a selling to a buying state and showed a trade 
balance last year of ten thousand head more of dairy 
cattle brought into the state from outside than were 
shipped out of the state to other places. Under these 
conditions, a state association of Holstein-Friesian 
breeders has a great opportunity for worth while service. 
Under wise management, we look forward with confidence 
to the future of this organization. 


The Holstein Milk Manual 


O=« of the recent valuable publications of the Hol- 





stein-Friesian Association of America is the Holstein 

Milk Manual, prepared by the Extension Service. 
This booklet is designed to help the breeder who is inter. 
ested in building up a special market for the product of 
his Holstein cows, and our conclusion from a first read- 
ing of this manual is that it should fill its purpose admir- 
ably. 

The book is divided into three general topics. The 
first dscusses what we know about milk from Holstein 
cows. Under this heading scientific information is given 
regarding the composition of Holstein cows’ milk, quota- 
tions from doctors who have commented on the subject, 
what mothers say about Holstein cows’ milk for infant 
feeding and finally, the testimony of sanitariums and 
public institutions regarding Holstein milk. 

The second section is entitled, “Producing Quality 
Milk”. This section, which was prepared by an eminent 
dairy bacteriologist, goes into considerable detail in dis- 
cussing the things necessary to be done in producing 
quality milk. Our only criticism here is that some of the 
illustrations of “horrible examples” of unclean dairy con- 
ditions might have a tendency to take away the reader’s 
appetite for milk in general. 

The third section deals with marketing Holstein cows’ 
milk. This deals with the wholesale market and with the 


special problems of retailing Holstein cows’ milk. Con- , 


siderable attention is given to the subject of milk adver- 
tising and the booklet concludes with some very interest: 
ing statistics on the dairy industry, particularly relating 
to the consumption of dairy products.

Ward Stevens to Judge Holsteins 


at National 

NNOUNCEMENT is made that Ward W. Stevens, 
A Liverpool, N. Y. has been selected to judge the Hol- 

stein classes at the 1927 National Dairy Exposition at 
Memphis. This choice will be a popular one with Holstein 
breeders generally as My. Stevens’ integrity, ability and 
experience are unquestioned, and his previous work at 
other important Holstein shows has been universally 
pleasing. Mr. Stevens judged Holsteins at the National 
in 1913, which was the year immediately preceding the 
twelve years of service in this capacity by W. S. Moscrip 
of Minnesota. Mr. Moscrip for the past several years has 
expressed a desire to be relieved but has returned several 
years longer than he wished because of urgent requests by 
exhibitors and the show management. He announced 
following the 1926 show at Detroit that that was his 
valedictory effort at the National. Mr. Stevens has been 
requested by the Dairy Show management not to officiate 
as a judge at other Holstein shows this season, but as he 
had already ‘accepted an invitation to judge at Maryland 
State Fair and was not willing to disppoint the Maryland 
Fair management, even for the honor of judging at the 
National, this exception was granted by the Dairy Show 
management.

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The Holstein Industry—Its Present and Future 
(A Series of Business Editorials) 
IV. PRODUCTION 


There is no subject more important than 
that of production. We refer, of course, to dairy 
production in connection with our subject, “The 
Holstein Industry”’. 

Production is the cornerstone upon which 
the dairy industry rests. The right of the Hol- 
stein industry to existence presupposes its abil- 
ity to put out a machine that is superior to the 
grade dairy cow in ability to produce. 

In all our groping after superiority, in all 
our efforts to reach a goal we must not for one 
moment overlook the necessity of production. 


Type is all-desirable. It indicates produc- 
tion—if the correct type appears. It indicates 
reproductive ability but it is only the means to- 
ward an end—not the end itself. Back of all our 
effort, back of all our ambitions, back of all our 
aims, whether we take the purely commercial or 
the fancier’s view, must be production. We ac- 
complish nothing if we do not increase produc- 
tion or at least build it more securely into suc- 
ceeding generations—build it with assurance of 
its reappearance in the next, and next, and next 
generation. 


We are discussing the subject of production 
from the standpoint of the breeder. It needs no 
discussion from the standpoint of the dairyman 
for it is the whole story as far as the dairyman 
is concerned. Production appeals to the vast 
majority of those who would breed Holstein 
cows—type alone to a small minority. For the 
vast majority are dairymen first and breeders 
second. There is little question as to where the 
greatest aid to the dairy industry comes from. 
There is little question as to whether the vast 
majority or the small minority contribute the 
more. The overwhelming numbers of the former 
more than offset the superior individual accom- 
plishment of the latter. 


How splendid it would be if the few who 
breed with a sincere desire for improvement in 
the breed would not at times lose sight of the 
great importance of production. For we cannot 
escape the conclusion that production is lost 
sight of and forgotten by various fads and fancies 
that sweep the industry from time to time. We 
maintain that real production was forgotten 
even when records were the criterion of super- 
iority. Those abnormal short time records that 
swept the industry but ten years back were not 
evidences of production. They contributed less 
than nothing to.the advancement of the breed. 
They contributed a great deal toward the dis- 
couragement of real endeavor to improve the 
breed in production as a whole. 

The ideal goal in production presupposes a 
lactation period record not upon a few self evi- 
dently superior producers alone, but upon the 
great mass of Holsteins in every herd from which 
the great preponderence of development in the 
industry must and will come. For who buys the 
offspring of the ordinary pure bred in the aver- 
age herd? The dairyman who seeks to improve 
the production of his grade cows. If then by 
careful building up of productive ability in the 
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great average mass of our Holstein population we can con- 
tribute something toward the building up of the dairy 
industry, therein lies our real opportunity. 

Such production is not measured in excessive records. 
It is measured in high average production for the entire 
herd. It leaves out of account the abnormal producer 
who cannot contribute to the advancement of the breed 
and it throws out of account the scrub pure bred whose 
influence is retrograde, contributing less than nothing. 
It does take into consideration the great mass of pure 
bred Holstein cows from which slowly but surely the ad- 
vancement of the dairy industry is being most largely 
made. 

All observations point unerringly toward the gradual 
adoption of a herd test, for a herd test will accomplish 
the things that we must admit are desirable. It will set 
aside for further development the leaders from which 
section of our pure bred industry the pure bred industry 
itself must find reproduction, and.it will also set aside 
those producers that will contribute most largely, because 
of their numbers and because of their availability, to the 
upbuilding of the dairy industry as a whole. The herd 
tests entails no serious additions to expense. It pays for 
itself in increased production of the animals under test. 
It requires very little additional labor over the ordinary 
labor of milking. It gives a fairly accurate indication of 
the real productive ability of the animal under test. And 
last but not least it sets aside quickly and truly those 
herd sires whose blood is most desirable in the upbuilding 
of the Holstein and dairy industry as rapidly as possible. 

We have more faith in the ability of the herd test to 
contribute real increases in production to the dairy cow 
generally than we have in the ability of any other system 
under consideration by our industry. That does not except 
Selective Registration with all the good that it can do 
for this simple reason—the herd test will give us a line 
on the great mass of good producing blood that the av- 
erage dairyman is going to us2 in building up his dairy 
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herd. Selective Registration will only furnish blood leaq- 
ership for the pure bred industry. 

This study of production gives no consideration to the 
problem of getting breeders of Holstein-Friesian cattle to 
do more A. R. O. testing. While that is desirable it isn’t 
at present quite as important as the necessity of teaching 
the Holstein breeder by some simple and inexpensive test 
to recognize and eliminate the scrub pure bred from his 
herd and desist from using her as seed stock. In other 
words we need a COW TEST ASSOCIATION PLAN for 
pure breds without, however, destroying the usefulness of 
the C. T. A. plan in its regular field. Accepted principles 
of practice have taught us enougk so that we are fairly 
able to take care of the top register of our herds. Our 
splendid A. R. Q. and A. R. S. O. work thus far coupled 
with type education has taught us how to do that. But 
unless we eliminate—and at once—the scrub pure bred 
both in production and type our average is in danger 
of falling behind that of the grade producer and that 
would cut off our entire right to existence. 

We trust that the herd test, in some form that pre- 
serves the essential principles of finding out ability to 
produce, becomes in the not distant future an integral 
part of our system of breeding pure bred Holstein cattle. 
We believe in it thoroughly because it is built upon the 
cornerstone of production and it cannot fail. 


One breeder the other day wrote us inquiring about a 
herd that is being offered for public appraisal to ascertain 
if it had any “bulls of good type from 1,000-lb. dams—or 
any heifer calves”. He was particular enough about his 
bulls beth as to type and production but “any heifer 
calves” would ds. If that inquiry does not emphasize the 


. necessity of a system of checking production we would 


like to know what it means. 

And this inquiry is typical of the industry. That’s 
the reason for these remarks upon production at this 
moment when we stand at the threshhold of an apparent 
change in our system of recorecing pure breds.

New York Association Corrects Legal 
: Tangle 


N a special meeting at Syracuse 
| aa 2, the “New York Holstein- 

Friesian Association met to correct 
certain technical difficulties in its or- 
ganization.. The incorporation papers 
of this association called for a board 
of eleven directors, which was the 
original number. Later another dis- 
trict was added and twelve directors 
elected. and again at the annual meet- 
ing two years ago in order to pro- 
vide wider representation for all, sec- 
tions of the state, the by-laws were 
amended to provide for.not more than 
forty directors, and for these two 
years a board of thirty-nine directors 
has been serving. The matter of mak- 
ing a proper amendment in_ the 
charter of the association was over- 
looked and when Secretary’ Bigler 
recently filed an amended certificate 
as provided by the Membership Cor- 
porations law cf the state, he was 
advised by the Secretary of State that 
it was not permissable under these 
laws to operate a membership corpo- 
ration without stating definitely the 
number of directors to be elected. 
Secretary Bigler sought legal counsel 
and was advised to secure the resig- 
nation of the present officers and di- 
rectors and to call a special meeting 
of the membership of the association 
for the election of eleven new direc- 
tors to correspond with the number 
called for in the articles of incorpor- 
ation. 

About forty interested breeders 
were present at this meeting. It was 
an acrimonius gathering. This feeling 
was strengthened when at the outset 
of the meeting it appeared evident in 
organizing the meeting that three 
delegates from county clubs in which 
special membership efforts had been 


put forth were present with enough 
delegate votes to control the meet- 
ing in Mr. Bigler’s interest. This 
first skirmish was upon the election 
cf a chairman and finally resulted in 
the election of John Illston of Cort- 
land. Mr. Bigler moved that before 
proceeding to the election of eleven 
directors the counties in the northeast 
corner of the state be re-apportioned 
to be included in the same district 
with other counties adjoining so that 
the large county of Madison, which in 
the original plan was included in a 
single district with Onondaga and 
Oswego counties. might be made a 
separate district by itself. Professor 
Wing raised a point of order on the 
right of this meeting to consider any 
cuestion except that of the election 
of eleven directors. and the Chair 
finally sustained this objection, rul- 
ing that if such a change was desir- 
able it could be made at a later meet- 
ing. 

A high point in the meeting came 
vhen Mr. Bigler moved the appoint- 
ment of the nominating committee, 
and specified as members of this 
committee representatives of the 
three county clubs whose votes con- 
trolled the meeting and 
voted with him on the first test of 
strength. Before this resolution was 
seconded however another resolution 
was offered instructing the Chairman 
to appoint a nominating committee of 
three. This. resolution was passed 
and the chairman appointed the same 
committee as had been specified in 
the previous resolution by Mr. Bigler. 
Two of the three however, declined 
to serve and after five other ap- 
pointees had _ declined, the. committee 
was finally made up of C. H. Van

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Skiver, H. E. Denmark and ¢ R. 
Plumb. After considerable discus. 
sion, it was decided to recess for five 
minutes while the members present 
from the various districts held infor. 
mal caucuses as to the directors to 
represent them on the state board.

Secretary Bigler was reengaged for 
the month of May to help in straight- 
ening out the legal tangles of the 
association, and Miss Beadore was 
veappointed assistant treasurer. 

Following the election of directors 
secretary Bigler submitted a brief re- 
port on the status of the association 
stating that its great problem is to 
stabilize opinion on the question of 
butterfat standards and to work for 
a check-up of butterfat tests in the 
purchase of milk under supervision of 
the State Department of Agriculture 
and Markets. He reported that the 
present membership of the associa- 
tion is about 225 and that since the 
annual meeting in January, good pro- 
gress has been made in reducing the 
indebtedness of this association. In 
conclusion he delivered an eloquent 
“swan song” that he _ characterized 
as “a message of forgiveness and 
bopefulness.”’ Mr. Bigler has _ been 
the dominating force in the affairs of 
this association for the past six 
years. For several years past, how- 
ever, the association has not been 
getting the wholehearted support of 
the breeders of the state and there 
was a general feeling among the mem- 
bers present that the reorganization 
brought about in this meeting would 
result in a spirit of harmony that 
would enable the state organization 
to work more effectively for Holstein 
interests in the state.

in a strong senior yearling class, 
another K. P. O. P. son standing first. 
He was a member of the first prize 
get at Waterloo in 1920, showing in 
ealf form. An interest in this sire 
was sold to H. O. Niemann, Avoca, 
lowa and another interest to Thorn- 


burg & Jeness of Des Moines, so» 


during his early days he was kept 
pretty busy at home and had little 
time for show ring work. Later he 
returned to his original home as one 
of the two leading herd sires, where 
he has been in heavy service ever 
since. The picture gives some idea 
of his excellent type. 

For several years past, the get of 
King Piebe have made up an imopor- 
tant part of the various K. P. O. P. 
Show Herds, that have met with such 
success. Among them was Piebe 
Artis Burke, All-American junior year- 
ling 1923, and one of the best ¢two- 
year-olds of 1924, and her sister, Neola 
Pansy Piebe, who showed in the same 
class with her both years and usually 
placed second to her. His son, King 
Piebe 19th, now owned by A. S. Dey- 
sher, won several firsts and seconds 
in 1924 and at the National stood 
third, being beaten there only by the 
All-American and Reserve All-Ameri- 
can junior yearlings of the year. An- 
other son, King Piebe 28th, was an 
outstanding calf of the 1924 circuit, 
winning four firsts. His son King Piebe 
8th, shown by Glenn G. Davis of Mis- 
souri, won several firsts at good shows 
in the Southwest in 1923. The Get of 
King Piebe won first at Central State 
Exposition and Michigan State Fair 
in 1924. Another son, King Piebe 38th 
was a consistant first prize winner 
in 1925. King Piebe 41st, owned by 
Santa Monica Dairy Co., was senior 
champion at the Oakland Show 1926, 
giving him at least one first prize off- 
spring each year since 1923. 

Daughters of King Piebe are just 
beginning to demonstrate their ability 
as producers. Neola Pansy Piebe, who 
was mentioned above as one of his 


good prize winning daughters, has 
recently become the largest record 
senior three-year-old of the year thus 
far with 1,203.32 lbs. butter from 24,- 
550.7 lbs. milk, and an average test 
of 3.92%. She started this record for 
Hargrove & Arnold and was sold by 
them in the Clark Classic to A. D. 
Severe, Dows, Iowa, for whom she 
finished the record. Another daughter 
Anna Fayne Piebe, honors our front 
cover this week as the new World’s 
Champion senior two-year-old in the 
thirty-day division. She is owned by 
F. Stenzel Farms, of California. Other 
daughters of King Piebe will be heard 
from later as well as a long list of 
his sons that are heading good herds. 
Many of his notable offspring are out 
of daughters of his own sire, King 
Pietertje Ormsby Piebe. 

The above gives some idea of the 
way King Piebe is fulfilling the 
promises of his breeding, but this 
bare outline does not begin to tell the 
story of the fine lot of animals of 
King Piebe breeding that are scat- 
tered all over the country from Coast 
to Coast. As these young animals 
develop, we expect that some impor- 
tant additions will have to be made 
to the story of King Piebe, whose 
work as a sire is only just nicely 
started.

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FEDERAL LAND BANKS SELL 

$100,000,000 BOND ISSUE 

Since the Federal Land Banks have 
used the columns of your paper from 
time to time to advertise their bonds 
from which they derive the money to 
lend to farmers on easy terms with 
long periods of repayment, you will 
be interested to know, if you haven’t 
already read of it in the financial 
news, that the last issue of $100,000,- 
000 in bonds sold very quickly and at 
a premium of one and one-fourth 
points. Not only did the public show 
such confidence in this cooperative 
or mutual system, in which each of 
the twelve banks guarantees the 
bonds of the others, that it was will- 
ing to pay a premium for the bonds 
but they bore the lowest rate of 
interest the banks have been able to 
obtain since they were established 10 
years ago this spring—44%. 

This is indeed a remarkable display 
of belief in this system by the invest- 
ing public and one in which you share 
a part in creating. It is particularly 
phenomena! coming as it does on the 
heels of a long period of agricultural 
depression and when so many banks 
and mortgage companies are finding 
it hard sledding. 

One of the reasons for the basis of 
this confidence upon the part of the 
public is the conservative amount 
lent upon each farm. The law, as 
you will recall, limits the amount of 
the loan to 50 per cent of the 
appraised value of the land, based 
not on price but upon _ productive 
capacity, and 20 per cent of the 
insured improvements. Still other 
features which appeal to investors 
are the inter-relation between the 12 
banks making them individually and 
severally responsible for the bonds of 
the system, the fact that the bonds 
bear more interest than liberty bonds, 
that there is a ready market for them 
at all times, that the owners can use 
them readily as collateral for secur- 
ing loans at banks, and that they are 
wholly tax-free. 

In addition to there being con- 
servatively and doubly appraised 
farm land back of these bonds to the 
extent of more than $2 for each $1 in 
bonds, the banks themselves have a 
capital of $57,000,000 (all but about a 
million of which is owned by the 
borrowing farmers) and a surplus and 
reserve of more than $12,000,000. 
Further, any farms upon which they 
are forced to foreclose and take over 
are charged off against surplus, so 
there are no indeterminate value 
farms owned by the banks and appear-

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ing in their financial assets and 
against which bonds are issued. Total 
foreclosures, to date, amount to less 
than one per cent of the loans. 

In the first decade of service the 
12 banks have lent approximately 
$1,332,000,000 and they now have long 
term loans on first farm mortgages 
outstanding of about $1,180,000,000 
making them with the 4,665 National 
Farm Loan Associations the largest 
mortgage system in the world accom- 
modating about 380,000 farmers with 
“amortized loans”. 

There is, of course, no objection to 
your editorial mention of the good 
news of this last bond sale at 44%. 
You know the law limits the rate at 
which the money shall be loaned to 
the farmers to not to exceed one per 
cent above the rate borne by the 
bonds.

FARM POPULATION FOR 
SHOWS DROP FROM 1920 

Preliminary figures for supplemen- 
tary items for the 1925 farm census 
of the United States, as tabulated by 
the Bureau of the Census of the 
Department of Commerce since the 
issue of the first summary on March 
29, 1926, reveal a total farm popula- 
tion of 28,981,693 in 1925, as compared 
with 31,614,269 in 1920. 

According to the report, 24,474,812 
of the 1925 total were white and 4,- 
506.881 colored. There were 11,298,- 
409 males and _ 10,288,852 females 
represented among those 10 years of 
age or over. The number of farm 
dwellers under 10 totaled 7,394,432. 

In 1925 there were in the United 
States 6,371,640 farms of which 3,313,- 
490 were operated by full owners. Of 
these farms, 1,128,207, valued at an 
aggregate of $10,790,244,351 (land and 
buildings) had a total mortgage debt 
of $4,517,258,689, or 41.9 per cent of 
the total value. In 1920 the census 
showed 6,448,343 farms, of which 3,- 
366,510 were operated by full owners 
while 1,193,047, valued at $13,775,500,- 
013, reported an aggregate mortgage 
debt of $4,003,767,192, or 29.1 per cent 
of the value. 

The new census report for 1925 
shows that 2,747,732 of the farms 
were located on unimproved dirt road, 
1,998,704 on improved dirt road, 156.,- 
434 on concrete or brick roads, 316,- 
527 on macadam roads and 946,057 
on gravel roads. 

Expenditures on the farms in 1924 


1925 


(the last date of census figures) 
aggregated $750,444,560 for feed, 
$230,528,446 ‘for fertilizer, $864,982,- 


384 for labor money wages and $166,- 
775,349 for lumber, posts, firewood, 
etc. In 1919, the last previous date 
of compilation, the figures were $1,- 
097,452,187 for feed, $326,399,800 for 
fertilizer and $1,098,590 for labor 
money wages. 

The value of farm implements and 
machinery on January 1, 1925, 
aggregated $2,691,703,629, as com- 
pared with $3,594,772,923, on January 
1, 1920. On January 1, 1925, 284,006 
farms reported that they had radio 
outfits and 505,933 reported having 
tractors. 

The supplementary census items in- 
clude a census of sheep, goats and 
chickens on the farms in 1925, as com- 
pared with 1920, as follows: Sheep, 
35,590,159, as compared with 35,033,- 
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516; goats, 3,370,218, as compared 
with 3,458,925; chickens, 409,290,849, 
as compared with 359,537,127. 

The value of farm products ‘sold co- 
operatively in 1924, the last date of 
compilation, aggregated $857,652,166, 
as compared with $721,983,639 in 1919. 
The value of supplies purchased coop- 
eratively aggregated $75,932,799 in 
1924, and $84,615,669 in 1919. 

Following are the comparative 
figures for livestock products indi- 
cated in the supplementary census: 
Gallons of milk produced, 9,198,303,- 
635 in 1925, as compared with 7,805,- 
143,792 in 1919; pounds of butter 
made on farms, 642,803,267, as com- 
pared with 707,666,492; gallons of 
cream sold, 45,735,694, as compared 
with 82,247,580; pounds of butterfat 
sold 1,061,062,363, as compared with 
532,244,072; gallons of whole milk 
sold, 2,666,627,367, as compared with 
2,529,331,413; pounds of wool, 227,105,- 
177, as compared with 228,795,354; 
dozens of chickens’ eggs, 1,913,245,- 
129, as compared with 1,654,044,932. 





ALBUS FARM MAKES ANOTHER 
GOOD SALE 

Albus Farm has again demonstrated 
its recognized reputation for quality 
Holsteins. This herd, owned by Mr. 
W. D. White of Grove City, Pa., has 
for some time been showing the ear 
marks which prove it to be outstand- 
ing. 

The Grove City Community is 
enjoying quite an enviable reputation 
for its advancement particularly in 
the field of dairy cattle breeding.

E. B. Harshaw, Cashier of the Grove 
City National Bank, more than ten 
years ago made it possible for the 
local farmers, with the financial back- 
ing of his bank, to get started with 
better dairy cows.

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YARDVILLE JUNIORS ADOPT 
CONSTITUTION ' 


Howard J. Stelle, Trenton, New 
Jersey, who is Publicity Chairman 
for the Yardville Junior Dairy Club, 
sends us a copy of a letter prepared 
by John W. Tindall, also of Trenton, 
who has been secretary of the club 
for the past five years. This letter 
contains a copy of the constitution 
recently adopted by the club, which 
they find is a great help in conduct- 
ing their meetings properly. As this 
may well serve as a model for other 
clubs that may wish to have a regu- 
lar constitution, we are publishing it 
in full, as well as the program for 
‘tthe first six months of the _ year, 
which shows what an active organi- 
zation this is. , 

The programs for the first six 
meetings this year are as follows: 

January meeting: Howard Stelle. 
Jay Walton and Arthur Blackwell 
gave a demonstration of “The Con- 
stituents of Milk, and the Feeds that 
Produce Them.” At the February 
meeting the Babcock test was. ex- 
plained and demonstrated by Anna 
Probasco and Catharine Hausser, and 
also “The Care of Cow and Calf at 
Freshening Time,’ by Joseph Martin 
and Alvin Smith. At the March meet- 
ing, Joel Sprague, Edward Reichard 
and George Tindall will demonstrate 
how to balance and mix a dairy ra- 
tion. The April meeting is the time 
of our fifth annual meeting, discus- 
sing things of past year, having extra 
speakers and giving out bank awards 
by the Yardville National Bank for 
the best records kept. May, Robert 
Simpkins and John Tindall will give 


a “Clean Milk’ demonstration. At 
the June meeting we will have a 
judging cow demonstration by Ed- 


ward Baker, member of State Judg- 
ing Team in 1925, Sylvan Carson and 
Chester Tindall. This is, of course, 
in addition ‘to the regular business 
part of the meeting. 

We have recently adopted a consti- 
‘tution. Heretofore we did business 
just as a matter of custom, in manv 
“cases having to recall what we did 
in previous years in order to decide 
what to do at that particular time: 
now we have something definite to 
guide us. 

Following is the constitution: 

I. Name 


The organization shall be known 

‘as the Yardville Junior Dairy Club. 
Il. Object 

This club shall endeavor to inter- 
est farm boys and girls in agricul- 
ture by providing the opportunties of 
elub work; and endeavor to encour- 
age the members to better the con- 
ditions of both dairy cattle and dairy 
farmers. 


Ill. Membership 


Members. To be a member of the 
Yardville Junior Dairy Club, a boy 
or girl must own one or more pure 
breds or manage animals under the 
direction of the county club agent. 

New Members will be expected to 
secure one additional club member 
for any line of club work. A year 
will be given to carry out this pro- 
vision. Club membership in the 
Yardville Junior Dairy Club will be 
divided into active and honorary lists. 

Active Members. Active members 
are expected to attend at least three 
meetings of the club during the 
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course of the year, the annual fair 
being considered as one meeting. 
Each active club member is expected 
to keep a record on some phase of 
his dairy work, to be approved by the 
county club agent. 

Every active club member is ex- 
pected to strive to do better than the 
average in the project that he has un- 
dertaken. 

Honorary Members. Any active 
member of the club may become an 
honorary member upon the vote of 
the majority of the club, if through 
some reason it has been necessary for 
him to dispose of his animal or ani- 
mals. Active members may become 
honorary members of the club if they 
so desire upon reaching the age of 21 
years. Active membership ceases at 
that age. 

IV. . Officers 

Number of Officers. The officers 
shall consist of president, vice-presi- 
dent, secretary and treasurer, who 
shall perform the duties usual to their 
offices. 

How and When the Officers Shall 
Be Elected. The officers shall be 
elected through parliamentary prac- 
tices at a meeting at which a local 
leader of the club or the county club 
agent is present. The election of of- 
ficers will be held annually at the Oc- 
tober meeting. New officers’ will 
commence their duties at the Jann- 
ary meeting, following their election. 

Length of Office. No member of 


the club may continue in any one 
office more than two consecutive 
years. 


Who May Hold Office. Only active 
members of the club may hold office. 
V. Meetings 
Time of Meetings. Meetings shall 
be held at least once a month on the 
third Friday night. excent that no 
regular meeting will be held in the 
month of December. Meetings will 
hegin at 8:15 in the winter (October 
to April, inclusive) and 8:30 during 
the remainder of the vear. Business 
and educational programs will be 
limited to two hours in length except 
by vote of the majority of the club 

members present. 

Arnual Meeting. The April meet- 
ing will be set aside as the annual 
meeting. It will be an anniversary 
occasion and an attempt will be made 
to bring before the club members, 
their parents, and friends the ac- 
complishments of the preceding year 
and plans for the future. 

Special Meetings. Special meetings 
may be called at any time by the lo- 
cal leader or the county club agent. 

Vi. Committees 

Chairmen of regular committees 
will be appointed annually at the Oc- 
tober meeting to serve for the ensu- 
ing year as follows: program, pub- 
licity, annual meeting, and fair. 

Vil. Vacancies 

The local club leader or county 
club agent shall have power to fill 
vacancies in office. 


Vill. Quorum 
The quorum-shall consist of 20% 
of the active members, provided 


either vice-president or president is 
on hand and also the secretary. 
IX. Amendments 

This constitution may be amended 
at any meeting provided the amend- 
ment is indorsed by a majority of the 
active members in the club and ap- 
proved by the local club leader.

THE TRENTON TYPE AND PRODUCTION SALE 

The Type and Production Sale held at Trenton, New Jersey April 20 under 
the management of Ward and Ralph Stevens resulted in an average of $204, 
69 head selling for a total of $14,060. The prices on the whole were quite satis- 
factory, with over half the offerings exceeding the $200. mark, with the tops 
at $480 for males and $400 for females. The demand was principally for fresh 
cows for the large certified milk farms of that section. Buyers for these large 
institutions were contenders for most of the fresh cows and as a consequence 
some of the offerings that were a month or more away from freshening failed 
to bring quite what had been expected in this excellent market. The same was 
true of quite a proportion of the yearling heifers included in the sale. The 
cattle on the whole were a creditable lot, brought out for the most part in 
excellent fit, with the exception of a few consignments which were not in 
proper condition to sell and were discounted accordingly by buyers. 

To Bloomingdale Farms, Somerville, New Jersey, went the honor of top- 
ping the sale with the young bull, King Bloomingdale Ormsby, the yearling 
son of the Bloomingdale herd sire, Bloomingdale King Fayne, out of a 30-Ib. 
daughter of a 1,223-lb. dam. He was an attractive individual and was pur- 
chased at $480 by Walker Gordon Farms, Plainsboro, New Jersey, certified 
dairy farms who were among the leading buyers in the sale. Bloomingdale 
Model Jessica, the youngest daughter of King Model, also from Bloomingdale 
Farms, was the top female, selling at $400 to Emma L. Sebring, Allentown, Pa. 
Retreat Superb, a yearling son of Retreat Taxpayer out of the 36-lb. cow Hill- 
side Doris Ormsby, brought $455, He was consigned by Centyal Poor District 
of Luzerne County, Retreat, Pennsylvania, and the purchaser was Ira M. Eby. 
Leaman Place, Pa. This bull was a real bargain as he is a high class individual 
and the dam is promising a 1,000-lb. fat record this year. The consignment of 
A. D. Foster & Sons, Bloomfield, Ontario was made up ef.a very creditable lot 
of cows, brought out in excellent condition, most of which brought prices from 
$200 up to $315, the 14 head averaging $229. This was a very useful lot of 
cows, well above the average of the sale type, and will prove to be real bar- 
gains at the prices for which they were sold. Carl Schmidt & Son, Trenton, 
sold three fine individuals, all in the pink of condition. The six-year-old cow, 
Beauty Pontiac Glista, at $390 was close to the top of the sale for females. A 
feature of the sale was a group of daughters of King Echo Pietertje Model, a 
full brother of last year’s leading Honor List sire, Echo Sylvia King Model. 
These were a wonderfully milky lot, of uniformly good type and with well 
shaped udders. This bull is owned by a bull association composed of six 
breeders at Bellemead, New Jersey. Among these daughters, Maple Lane Eclio 
Valdessa, consigned by J. V. D. Bergen, brought $360, and Ridgedale Hazel 
Echo, consigned by Willis E Stryker, brought $350. Mollie Abbekerk, the 
record breaking daughter of Prince Colanthus Abbekerk, was not sold, although 
Mr. Root secured $340 for her week old son, the purchaser being the Home 
Farm, Center Valley, Pennsylvania.

FAT NOT BUTTER 


In the story of Milford Meadows 
Stock Farm, published some weeks 
ago, a stenographic error crept in 
which should be corrected. Several 
recent records were listed as being 
butter records when as a matter of 
fact, the figures given were for fat 
rather than for butter. In order to

Some of the records that have 


headed state lists during recent test 
period include a record on Milford 
Ormsby Oak Aaggie, a daughter of 
Marathon Aaggie, of 19,409 Ibs. milk 
and 739.7 lbs. fat or 924.62 lbs. butter 
in Class B. Her 305-day record in 
this lactation was 17,492.1 lbs. milk 
and 647.84 Ibs. fat or 809.8 lbs. butter, 
qualifying by dropping a calf within 
a month after the completion of her 
year. One of the King Bess Burke 
Ormsby heifers as a_ two-year-old 
made a 21.16-lb. record from 506.7 Ibs. 
milk and finished her year with 852.71 
lbs. butterfrom 19,458.3 Ibs. milk. 
Another daughter of King Bess Burke 
Ormsby has just made a ‘three-year- 
old’ record of 26,21 Ibs. butter from 
501.6 Ibs. milk. 

Since the story appeared in print 
several more good records have been 


completed at Milford Meadows. 
Among them is a 30-lb. record by 
Milford Maida Ormsby Aaggie, a 


daughter of Marathon Aaggie, and a 
25-lb. three-year-old record by Milford 
Johanna Bess Burke, a daughter of 
King Bess Burke Ormsby.

FOR EARLY PASTURES IN SOUTH 
DAKOTA 


“What can we do for pastures dur- 
ing the coming season?” is a question 
that many South Dakota farmers have 
been asking specialists at South Da- 
kota State College. Letters reaching 
Ralph E. Johnson, extension agron- 
omist, indicate that many native 
grass pastures and in a few cases 
sweet clover killed out during the 
extremely dry weather of 1926. 

Mr. Johnson advises one of four 
different methods for getting pastures 
this season. A mixture of small grain 
can be planted for pasture purposes. 
Oats or barley can be used if the 
seed is available. Such a pasture can 
be planted immediately and will grow 
faster than some of the other crops 
and will be ready for _ pasturing 
sooner. 

Sweet clover can be planted especi- 
ally for pasture this year. It should 
be planted at the rate of 12-15 pounds 
of good seed to the acre. A light 
seeding of oats or barley may be 
planted with the sweet clover but it 
should not be more than one bushel 
of oats and less of barley to the acre. 

When the small grain is planted 
sweet clover may be planted with it. 
The sweet clover can then be used 
for pasture after the small grain has 
been harvested. 

Another pasture crop that can be 
planted is sudan grass. This crop 
should not be planted until the soil 
has thoroughly warmed up. If seed- 
ing is delayed until after the corn has 
been planted or until the last of May 
or first of June, it is best. Sudan 
grass will not furnish early pasture 
but it will furnish pasture for the 
mid-summer or hot and dry part of 
the year. The seed used should ger- 
minate at least 80 per cent and may 
be broadcast or drilled like small 
grain at the rate of 15 to 25 pounds 
per acre. The seed must be planted 
shallow.

tants. He has labored long and faith- 
fully with the institutional boys and 
has inspired them to do really great 
things with the cows.

timothy and 23 pounds of a commer. 
cial dairy ration (24% protein) daily, 
Not having alfalfa hay on hand, tim- 
othy was fed the first month, and part 
of the time in March. A commergia] 
dairy ration was fed because she 
seemed to prefer this to home mix- 
tures. 

The total amount feed fed, figured 
on this average, amounted to 1,085 
pounds silage, 31 bundles corn fodder, 
465 pounds hay and 713 pounds grain; 
the total cost of this feed was $26.98. 
Her milk figured at 4.2% butterfat or 
$3.26 cwt. amounts to $84.59, less cost 
of feed, makes a profit above feed 
costs of $57.61. This is as large as 
some farmers milk checks. 

Mr. Alexander deserves much credit 
for his skill in keeping Buckeye pro- 
ducing as she has, but it is evidently 
natural for her to be high producer, 
as she has an official record of 1,002.3 
pounds butter, 23,064.6 pounds milk. 
She was the Virginia State Champion 
four-year-old in ‘milk and butter pro- 
duced over all breeds when this re- 
cord was made. 

Buckeye is seven-eighths white 
and carries a beautiful udder. She 
is sired by V. P. I. Buckeye De Kol 
Butter Boy 90295, and her dam is 
Sleepy Eye Jewel 2d 365613, who has 
an official record of 961.42 pounds 
butter, 21,433.60 milk. Both sides of 
the pedigree show high production, as 
her sire has six tested daughters and 
one A. R. son. 

Mr. Alexander’s herd numbers ten 
pure bred Holstein cows and seven 
grades. Seven pure bred heifers are 
being raised at this time, one of 
these being the prized heifer calf of 
Buckeye. Modern and up-to-date 
methods are used in the production 
of milk, at the Terra Ruba Farm. A 
milking machine, individual drinking 
cups and electric light plant have 
been in use for several years. The 
barn is quite an improvement over 
the average banked barn. A tile silo 
is in use.

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HOLSTEINS IN PORTO RICO 

We can no more regard Holstein 
cows as the valuable adornments of 
northern meadows only. A Holstein- 
Friesian chewing her cud beneath a 
breadfruit tree, a mango or a banyan 
seems as improbable as a zebra in a 
maple grove, and yet in the last few 
years these handsome black and 
white bossies have become a part of 
the tropical landscape of Porto Rico. 
Thanks to the ambition of the In- 
sular Department of Agriculture, the 
Holstein - Friesian Association of 
America has just registered two “pure 
breds” there—the ffirst—which will 
add to the reclame already bestowed 
by two thoroughbred horses and an 
Arab steed reigning at the Rio Piedras 
Experiment Station and by the small 
herds of brown Ayrshires which also 
have proved themselves “contented” 
in the Caribbees. 

Goats and cocoanuts, until very 
lately, have been the standard sources 
of the tropical milk supply. The goat 
is priceless and, indeed, has been the 
very life of thousands of island babies, 
but any one who has observed the 
frequency of malnutrition among the 
native children of Porto Rico will 
wave a hearty bon voyage to all 
cows sailing south. If milk stations 





“could be established where the multi- 


tudinous offspring of the very poor 
could once a day get proper food, 
even more immediate good might be 
accomplished than the island’s 500 
beautiful, airy public schools—which 
give all Porto Rico such a classically 
academic look—are able to achieve 
by more intellectual benefactions. For 
the poor of the “island of * enchant- 
ment” are dependant chiefly upon 
plantains for their nourishment, and 
plantains, though as indispensable as 
goats, do not provide a balanced diet. 
The climate gives free heat. the palm 
trees give shelter and the babies’ 
complete disregard of clothes, -even 
in the capital, probably permits the 
ministrations of the sun’s violet rays, 
but only good cows can furnish the 
most wholesome milk. One might as 
well advise a Porto Rican moun- 
taineer to buy a platinum bothtub as 
a cow. but there is no reason why 
the United States should not give 
every island baby a small share in the 
benignant Holsteins, now making 
themselves at home in palm-grove 
pastures.—N. Y. Herald-Tribune. 





CONSUMPTION OF MILK RAISED 
BY CAMPAIGN 


Reduction in Undernourishment of 
Pupils Follows Federal Activities 
The .“Milk-for Health” campaign, 

the Department of Agriculture an- 

nounced on April 15, has increased 
the consumption of milk in the United 

States approximately 27 per cent in 

the eight years for which _ results 

have been checked. 

The statement, authorized by the 
Department, which has directed the 
movement with the cooperation of 
State organizations and the dairy in- 
dustry, was prepared by Jessie M. 
Hoover and Florence L. Hall, special- 
ists in milk utilization in the Bureau 
of Dairy Industry. 

As the result of more than 60 sep- 
arate drives in which the Depart- 
ment assisted in 1918-1925, it was 
stated, an average reduction of 12 
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per cent in undernourishment among 
school children has been accom- 
plished. 

The full text of the statement fol- 
lows: 

Many cities and rural communities 
have found that there is a relatively 
high percentage of undernourishment 
among children and that this condi- 
tion frequently accompanies a low 
average per capita consumption of 
milk. Experience has shown that 
this failure to use an abundant supply 
of milk can not be attributed wholly 
to a lack of material wealth, but ra- 
ther to a lack of information regard- 
ing the importance of milk in the nor- 
mal development of the growing 
child. 

In 1918 the United States Depart- 
ment of Agriculture formulated a 
plan for carrying on milk-for-health 
campaigns. <A definite arrangement 
was made for cooperation with the 
extension service of the State agri- 
cultural colleges, and early in 1919 
the first milk-for-health campaign was 
conducted in one of the New England 
States. This was followed by similar 
work in near-by-States. Gradually the 
idea spread, and campaigns of this 
kind have been conducted in over 30 
states. © 

The intensive part of a campaign 
lasts ordinarily one week, and during 
that time every effort is made, 
through the use of newspaper public- 
ity, speakers, advertising, motion pic- 
tures, exhibits, and other means, to 
bring before the people the value of 
milk in the diet. A carefully planned 
follow-up is an integral part of the 
program. 

Work by Counties 

The work is usually on a county- 
wide basis, thus including both the 
rural and the urban population. The 
first campaign in a state in which the 
Department cooperates serves as a 
demonstration. The college sends it 
nutrition and dairy specialists and 
one or more members of the adminis- 
trative staff of the extension service 
to assist in this demonstration cam- 
paign. The local county agents and 
as many as possible from near-by 
counties take part in the work. By 
this plan the campaign is repeated 
in other counties as rapidly as the 
need for the work is established and 
the condition of the milk supply will 
permit. 

State and national organizations 
supported by the dairy industry have 
taken up the work. Health agencies, 
both public and private, have devoted 
much time and effort to increasing 
the consumption of milk as a means 
of reducing undernourishment. The 
quality of milk has been improved, 
and sanitary regulations have become 
more stringent. The result of the 
combined efforts of all agencies has 
been a 27 per cent increase in con- 
sumption of milk in the United States 
since 1918. 

In the 60 or more campaigns in 
which the Department of Agriculture 
has cooperated, the results have 
varied in proportion to the extent of 
local cooperation, especially on the 
part of of the schools. An average 
of 12 per cent reduction in under- 
nourishment among school children 
has been accomplished in these com- 
munities following the milk cam- 
paigns, while the increase in milk

consumption ranges from 10 to 30 per 
cent. 
Cooperation Necessary 

The cost of the campagns depends 
upon the size of the city. Fora city 
of 100,000, $1,000 to $1,500 is usually 
sufficient. A greater expenditure of 
funds does not necessarily mean a 
better campaign, for, as has been 
stated above, results depend in a 
large measure upon the extent of eo- 
peration obtained from local agencies. 
This budget does not include salaries 
of workers in the campaign, since 
extension specialists and agents 
assist in this project as a part of 
their regular work, and local persons 
give their services because of civic 
interest in this community welfare 
movement. 

Consequently the campaign fund 
is used mainly for printing, for prizes 
for school children in the various con- 
tests. and for incidental expenses in 
connection with the campaign. A 
large portion of the campaign fund 
is spent in connection with the in- 
tensive week. It is always desirable, 
however, to put aside a small amount 
of money for the follow-up week. 

A milk campaign, which is con- 
ducted cooperatively by the extension 
division of the State college of agri- 
culture and the United States Depart- 
ment of Agriculture, consists of five 
main parts: (1) Thorough prelimi- 
nary work to ascertain whether a 
campaing is practical; (2) if so, the 
arousing of interest and enthusiasm 
for the work; (3) careful organiza- 
tion of local committees; (4) a short 
intensive period, when _ all parties 
connectefl with the enterprize are on 
the ground, working at top speed; and 
(5) a longer period of follow-up work 
which makes the campaign of lasting 
benefit. 





HOLSTEINS DOMINATE KENTUC.- 
KY HONOR ROLL 


Kentucky Holsteins made a remark: 
able showing in that Jersey strong- 
hold during March, according to a 
report from the State College. There 
were on test during that month 61 
Jerseys, 15 Holsteins and 12 Guern- 
seys. Fourteen of the fifteen Hol- 
steins produced enough fat to make 
the Honor Roll and held the first 
seven and thirteen of the first four- 
teen places for fat production over 
all breeds. Thus thirteen of the fif- 
teen Holstein cows on test in the 
state exceeded all but the highest 
Jersey producer. Twelve of the sixty- 
one Jerseys are listed in the Honor 
list and one of the twelve Guernseys. 
The Holsteins represented came from 
the following herds: Echo Farms, 
Long Run which had eight head on 
the list including the two leaders for 
fat; Gray Von Almen Dairy Farm, La 
Grange, with five on the list, includ- 
ing the leading milk producer; and 
the Experiment Station at Lexington. 
The latter herd also had three of the 
twelve Jerseys listed.

HOLSTEINS GAINING IN KANSAS 
Editor World: 

It might be of interest to you to 
know that the Holstein-Friesian idea 
is slowly but surely gaining a solid 
footing in this territory. The writer 
of this letter was the original pro- 
moter who shipped in fifteen or twen- 
ty years ago the first pure breds ever 
prought to this country. , Was the 
nineteenth member in Kansas to be- 
come a member of the Holstein-Frie- 
sian Association and helped organize 
the Kansas State Association along 
with twenty-two other men, several 
years ago. The National Association 
had, on January Ist, of this year, 598 
members in Kansas. One of our new 
breeders here, Richard Brown, has a 
cow that is producing 96 Ibs. of milk 
per day and over 100 Ibs. of butter 
per month. He bought the cow at a 
sale a year ago for $195. 

One thought with reference to the 
Holstein-Friesian business has  im- 
pressed me more, in the last few 
years, than all other questions com- 
bined. I believe that too great a 
proportion of the expenditures of our 
National Association have been made 
in advertising cattle and not enough 
has been spent in impressing the 
minds of people with the value of 
Holstein milk as a food. I believe 
that the greater portion of the ex- 
penditures should go in support of 
the last proposition. It used to be 
that it was difficult to sell Holstein 
milk in this town. It was originally 
a Jersey cow vicinity. I distributed 
thousands of circulars, throughout the 
years, touching upon the value of this 
particular milk as a food and today 
probably 90% of the milk being sold 
here is Holstein milk. During those 
days it was all that one dairyman 
could do to live and now we have five 
different dairies supplying milk in 
this town of about 3,500 people. We 
should not only load the public mind 
with the idea of the value of this par- 
ticular cow but our association should 
carry on a campaign every day in 
the year calling the attention of the 
people to the fact that milk <is the 
cheapest human food they can buy.

FEDERAL GOVERNMENT REVISES 
ITS MODEL SCORE CARD FOR 
MILK 

Significant changes have recently 
been made in the _ federal govern- 
ment’s model score card for milk as 
a result of appeal made by the Amer- 
ican Dairy Science association. A 
resolution was passed by the associ- 
ation at its Detroit, Michigan, meet- 
ing this fall asking the United States 
department of agriculture to revise 
the model score cards used as a 
guide in milk scoring contests so that 
milk could be regarded as being per- 
fect when its butterfat content com- 
plies with the requirements of the 
state in which the contest is being 
held. 

On the old score card milk had to 
contain four per cent butter fat in 
order to be considered. perfect, but 
under the new-standard it may range 
from 3 per cent up to 3.5 per cent 
butter fat, depending upon the state. 
Seven states have laws that require 
3.5 per cent butterfat, fourteen only 
require 3 per cent, and thirty-nine 
3.25 per cent or less. 
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The federal definition for milk is: 
“Milk is the whole, fresh, clean, lac- 
teal secretion obtained by the com- 
plete milking of one or more healthy 
cows, properly fed and kept, exclud- 
ing that obtained within fifteen days 
before and five days after calving, or 
such longer period as may be neces- 
sary to render the milk practically 
colostrum free.”
